.lanes L. Heard, a policeman, was 
killed, and four, other officers were 
wounded. The 
number of negro»»s 


dead is not known, possibly never will 
be known, but the officers claim»d to 
have counted from six to 15 dead or 
dyinc; negroes on the ground. 
The 


excitement of tho fight and the dark- 
ness of the night made the counting 
uncertain. 


Herort cf the lynching of, 7,cb Long- 


a ncgio, :it Kast Point, a suburb eight 
miles south of the city, caused some 
excitement. Long was arrested Sun- 
day 
night charged with disorderly 


conduct, lie threatened the marshal 
of the town and appeared to be pre- 
pared to cany out his tin eats.

was taken from jail and hanged in 
the woods half a mile from the town.

Higgins Not a Candidate. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 23.—"I have not 


sought and I shall not accept a renom- 
ination," says Governor Higgins in a 
statement issued from the executive 
chamber. 
This phrase closes a state- 


ment in which the governor gives his 
reasons for refusing a renomination, 
nnd after declaring that the party is 
in 
an 
admirable 
condition, says: 


"When the party enters the campaign 
in so wholesome a condition the hosts 
of Hearst can not prevail against it." 
Governor Higgins further says: "Two 
years ago 1 began my campaign with 
tho pledge that, if elected. I would 
have an administration of my own. I 
have kept that pledw. By so doing 1 
have met ops>ositio:i from those who 
believe that governors and legislators 
are safer public servants when they 
follow the guidance of a party boss 
than when they think for themselves 
and act on this responsibility. 
The 


result of the contest in the recent pri- 
maries for the principle of executive 
independence has riven courage 
to 


nil who believe that the governor 
should not'be the puppet of the party 
organization nnd hope to all who de- 
plore (he supremacy of irresponsible 
political absolutism.

TOO PARTIAL TO INSURGENTS 


Conference at the Palace Which Last- 


ed Late Into the Night Was Ad- 
journed to 
Be 
Resumed Today. 


Cuban Cabinet Continued 
Discus- 


sion After Arbiters Retired. 


Havana. Sept. 25.—An"~Tmsatisfac- 


tory'conference was held at the palace 
between PresidenUPalma, members of 
his cabinet. Secretary Taft, Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon, Consul Gen- 
eral Steinhart and-'Captain McCoy, 
when the mediators called the alien 
tion of the Cuban administration to 
the status of peace negotiations with 
the Liberals and 
Insurgents. The 


conference adjourned at 11 o'clock to 
be resumed today. 


The 
peace 
terms 
proposed 
are 


known to be against the government. 
The visit to the palace of the commis- 
sioners was therefore not particularly 
pleasant. 
After departing Sen clary 


Taft announced that th<- conference 
resulted only in exchange of opinion^. 
and that another meeting \\;is neces- 
sary. Thf big doors of the palace 
closed as usual at I I o'clock, but th«* 
president and tho members of thf 
cabinet remaniPd in conference until 
long after that hour.
